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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 13-16 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of copending 
Application No. 09/749,318 and claims 1-26 of copending application 09/796,942. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
instant claims are not limited to a fabric or fiber-containing material, while the claims of 318 
recite that the fibers are woven and the fibers of 942 are interlocked. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have formed the structure of 3 18 and 942 using 
other well known and conventional materials. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by De Winter et al, 
U.S. Patent No. 3,623,924. De Winter et al discloses a sheet comprising a first portion 
comprising a sheet material and a second portion wherein the material has been removed. The 
sheet may comprise a plurality of second portions surrounded by the first portion. See fig 1. The 
statements regarding how the sheet may be folded are construed as being statements of intended 
use. Since the De Winter et al material would be capable of performing the intended use, it 
meets the limitations of the claim. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 2/25/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With regard to the double patenting rejections, Applicant argues that these rejections 
are overcome by the amendment limiting the claims to a material wherein the portions where the 
material is removed is surrounded by the other material. However, these limitations are also 
found in the claims of the copending applications, and therefore the rejection has been 
maintained. With regard to the rejection of the article claims over DeWinter, Applicant argues 
that the reference must be shown to be enabling. However, the claims are drawn to a sheet 
material having a particular structure. The DeWinter material has the same structure. The 
DeWinter material is capable of performing the intended use. Therefore, the rejection under 
102(b) is appropriate. The reference is not required to disclose the intended use or enable it. 
Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
